The Ironsides continued almost helplesi 


at the mercy of the tide — now gaining t 
little, now backing, now striking bottom, 
now surging to right and left — otlicera am 
crew restive. 
The enemy's guns were ton 


tinually playing upon us. 
We had not yei 


returned a single shot. 
There was, indeed, 


something grand in this scornful disdain o 
the rebel tire ; but our gunners nevertheless 
chafed under it. 
At last, at 4:30, while 


swinging on the star-board side, our pori 
broadsido came to bear fully on Fort Moul- 
trie, and Commodore Turner would not iet 
this opportunity slip, " Open port holes/ 
" Aim," " Fire," followed by a scornful 
concussion of the air, and the first and on- 
ly offensive effort of the Ironsides in the 
action was made. 
Shortly after the strong 


ebb tide rendered it utterly impossible tc 
make headway with the ship, and the order 
was given to drop back. 
IS ever was a com- 


mand more reluctantly given or obeyed. 
Deep chagrin settled upon all. Still 
nrj 


other course was left, and we alowly steam- 
ed back, after signalling to the monitors to 
withdraw from the action and follow the 
flagship and anchored under the guns of 
Fort Wagoner. 


While the Ironsides struggled, a passing 


mark, with the tide, the other eight iron- 
clads had one after another become engag- 
ed in what will live in history as the most 
desperate — despite its brief duration _ na- 
val action known to mankind. 
I have al- 


ready made an attempt to describe the rak- 
ing, roaring intensity of the concentric fire 
ol the rebel works. 
I might fill page after 


page with descriptive phrases without re- 
flecting the reality of its fury. 
The facts 


and figures respecting the effect upon tho 
monitors I give below will convey a better 
dea of its character than vaiii word paint- 
ng. 


Under it the captains of the Weehawken. 


Passaic, Montauk, and Patupaco were work- 
ng with might and main to come abreast,

mpaaeibility of the obstructions compelled 
ae last four to follow suit with the first. 


The CaUkill, Nantucket and Nahant had 


ept their course halfway between Forts 
umter and Moultrie, and received the hot- 
eat fire of both. 
The Keokuk had stood 


more to the left, and come within 300 yards 


f Fort Sumter, the fire of the whole 
ortheast face of which it seemed to sus- 
.ain for acme time alone, without being 
ble to fire more than three shots in return 


— from what cause I will show below. 


About fifteen minutes before 9 o'clock a 
gnal was made from the flag-ship to cease 
ring and withdraw from the enemy's fire. 
hortly after 8 o'clock the monitors, follow- 
d by the Keokuk, run within hail of the 
ag-ship, and the fires of the enemy slop- 
ed.

Late last evening tha whole squadron 


dropped down the channel and anchored 
close to ths bar. 


Almost my first look this morning fell 


upon a sad sight.

Her crew had been busy ever since 


aat evening trying to keep her afloat by 
ilugging the holes at her water line. 


But at day-break a stiff breeze set the 


sea rolling, rendering their attempt futile. 
Capt. Khind hoisted a signal of distress at 
about 7, but it remained unnoticed until 
nearly 8, when the tug Dandeline came 
along the sinking craft. 
Through the 


trenuous efforts of her captain, Acting 
faster Barrymore, every soul on board 
was saved, with a loss, however, of all they 
had. 


The craw were received with lusty cheera 


>n board the Ironsides, and in the course 
'f the morning on board the Wissahickon. 


The Keokuk went down precisely at 8:10, 


rith her flag flying, in eighteen fathoms of 
rater. 
In order to prevent the rebels from 


ppropriating the machinery and guns, the 
rreck will be blown np. 


The Weehawken lost her raft during the 
ight. 
In the course of the morning there 


was a hot action on Morris Island. The ad- 
miral soon declared his intention to the 
captain of the iron-clads to withdraw from 
the harbor and abandon the attack for the 
present. 
When I left on Wednesday even- 


ing last, the iron-clads remaining (the Pa- 
tapsco had started for Port Royal during 
the day,) were to recross the bar on, the fol- 
lowing morning.
